Soviet Says

MOSCOW, Sept. 8 ?—The Soviet 
government published today a 
2,000-word attack on the disarma 
ment and reunification policies of 
the Bonn government. It came just 
a week before West German par- 
llamentary elections. 

The Russians accused Bonn of 
“leading Germany along a danger- 
ous path.” Their attack was con- 
tained in a note handed to West 
4;erman Ambassador Wilhelm 
Hass yesterday by Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. It re- 
plied to a West German commu- 
nication which had gone unan- 
swered since last May. 


The Soviet note once again re- 
lected the Western proposal to 
unify Germany through free elec- 
tions. Thé Russians reiterated that 
the only way to union is by direct 
negotiations between East and 
West Germany. They also re 
peated the Kremlin’s support for 
the East German proposal for a 
step-by-step German federation 
without “interference from outside 
countries.”

That is why the announcement that 
Alabama Power Co. has been granted a 
50-year license for construction of a series 
of dams on the Coosa River, beginning 
just below Rome, is highly significant. The 
proposed 120-million-dollar hydroelectric 
and flood control project will open a vast 
new area for industrial development and 
conceivably for navigation. 

Four new dams and redevelopment 
of an existing dam are included in the 
plans. If the federal government joins 
with the power company, installation of 
locks in the dams would open a nine-foot 
river channei from’ Rome to Mobile, Ala., 
making the Georgia city an inland port 
of considerable importance. -—

Federal Civil Defense Administrator 
Leo A. Hoegh has expressed confidence 
the American people can defend against 
any type of weapon. 

He is optimistic about the present 
status of the Civil Defense program and 
said a sound basis is being reached after 
a “necessary period of trial and error.” 

We sincerely hope Hoegh is correct. 

However, the general apathy toward 
the Civil Defense effort points in the 
opposite direction. Except for governmen- 
tal agencies, the schools and a relatively 
light smattering of volunteer workers, 
the movement has drawn only token pub- 
lic cooperation. 

The great bulk of the population has 
little more idea of what to do in case 
of an enemy attack than a guitar player's 
hound dog. 

The people of this country, spared 
from bombings and attacks as they have 
been in past wars, believe it can’t or 
won't happen here. Even the threat posed 
by the Russian claim to missile 
ity fails to cause much 
average citizen when it 
paring for defense against aggression. 

So either the people must place com- 
plete confidence in Hoegh’s outlook that 
all is well or actively engage in the 
Civil Defense program.

In All This Controversy, What's Happened 


To Man’s Privilege To Select Associates? 


Washington, D.C.—The right to 
vote is a constitutional right, not 
to be infringed. That brooks of no 
logical opposition. The right to 
education provided by public 
funds is another right and, as 


long as the funds are public, 
there is no basis for logical con- 
tention that all children should 
not equally participate. 

The trouble, the mounting trou- 
ble, is outside those fields and 
those areas, because they are 
areas in which the whole of the 
people generally are concerned. 

The real trouble is in the gov- 
ernment’s imposition of force to 
nullify the American tradition, 
presumably constitutionally guar- 
anteed, of choice of associations, 
where mutually agreeable. If any 
citizen did not desire to serve an- 
other or to sell to another or to 
rent to another for any reason, 


behavior, or what- 
ever, that was presumably a priv- 
ilege, a part of the personal in- 
dependence that strode in step 
with the national independence. 

Where has that privilege, yea, 
more than that, that civil right, 
gone? 


Well, in the District of Colum- 
bia, at least, and in other areas 
where the NAACP has intimidat- 
ed officialdom, it has gone the 
way of disintegration. District, 
state or local laws deny the right 
of selection in the business field 
to anyone. A waiter who doesn’t 
want to serve another person for 
reasons of race or religion or 
most anything else doesn’t have 
to. He can quit. But if he wants 
to be a waiter he has to serve 
all and sundry. 

Is that freedom? Is that democ- 
racy? Is that civil rights for all? 

A great many people are begin- 
ning to doubt it. And it isn’t be- 
cause they do not want the Ne- 
gro to come up in the world. They 
expect the Negro to take his place 
in the sun if he earns it, if he 
benefits from evolutionary pro- 
cesses, if he can, by love and 


good will, break down the bay- 
riers of personality. 

But when force is applied, tem- 
peratures go up. That is what is 
happening now. The evidence in- 
dicates that that. is happening 
more frequently, in more areas 
and bigger ones, and that, unless 
the dictatorial thumb of govern- 
ment is taken off the neck of the 
individual, ‘“‘Hellzapoppin”’ will be 
more in this country than just a 
rowdy comedy on the stage.

The truth is that this Septem- 


ber, 1957, may prove to be one of 
the fateful months in the life of 
the nation, the events of whieh 
could fill chapters in future his- 
tories. 


If we are to appraise what will 
be forthcoming, whether it be 
good or bad, it is necessary to 
see precisely what Gov. Faubus 
has done. 


What he has done ig to direct 
the use of force—troops from the 
National Guard—to prevent the 
local school board of Little Rock 
from carrying out a voluntarily 
initiated, court-approved plan to 
allow 15 Negro students.to attend 
the Little Rock Central High 
School. 

At the governor’s direction the 
Arkansas troops interfered with a 
United States marshal who was 
discharging a duty given him by 
the Federal District Court—the 
duty of ushering the Negroes to 
the school. He was prevented 
from doing so. 


By using force to this end—to

One of the essential elements 
of the Supreme Court decision re- 
quiring integration of the public 
schools was its gradualism. It 
Stipulated that it could be 
achieved over a period of years 
and it directed the district courts 
to take into account varying local 
problems and to leave all possi- 
ble initiative and judgment te 
local authorities. 

This is exactly what Gov. Fau- 
bus has refused to do. 


This has been proved time after time in the meni toll of traffic 
doom. Through the years it has become necessary to place legal 
restraints upon the users of automobiles. Laws have been passed 


anc penalties established. 

This system is only as good as 
the enforcement behind it, a tru- 
ism which has become starkly 
obvious in Georgia. Enforcement, 
lagging for many years, is begin- 
ning to catch up with traffic vol- 
ume — and deaths are on the 
way down. 

Only four persons died during 
the Fourth of July weekend. And 
only seven left this world via the 
highways during the recent La- 
bor Day weekend. Enforcement 
was at its maximum during these 
periods, a sustained effort not 
possible every day because of 
manpower shortages. But the 
day-to-day record has been great- 
ly improved in a year’s time 
through adding more patrolmen 
to the state’s forces. 

The Accident Reporting Divi- 
sion. of the Department of Public 
Safety has summarized the work 
of the highway patrol for the first 
seven months of this year as com- 
pared with the first seven months 
of 1956. Highway deaths are down 
18 per cent and this in the face 
of an increased use of the high- 
ways. Fatal accidents are down 


ble period of last year, an in- 
crease of 15 per cent. Warnings 
total 52,045 for the first seven 
months of this year, 11 per cent 
more than the number issued in 
1956. 

Traffic cases disposed of in 
court total 37,961 versus 35,503 
during last year’s first seven 

months, an increase of 7 per cent. 
Total convictions — 30,531 in 
number — are up 10 per cent. 

The highway patrol the first 
seven months of this year put in 
183,451 hours and 4,097,396 miles 
on the road, compared with 149,- 
363 hours and 3,222,829 in 
the comparable months of 
year, a 20 per cent increase in 
the first instance and 23 per cent 
in the second. This has been 
made possible through enlarge- 
ment of the patrol force. 

The increase in patrol activity, 
percentwise, almost duplicates the 
drop in highway fatalities. One 
goes up, the other goes down.

GM AND FORD 

General Motor’s Chevrolet, Pon- 
tiac and Oldsmobile divisions will 
be tapering off output next week 
to join other makers in the change 
to 1958 models. Production sched- 
ules indicate only Ford division 
and Mercury will be building 1957 
model cars during the final week 
of September. 

The shutdowns for rew model 
tooling will flatten out the indus- 
trv’s September output volume. 
But they will give the retailing 
division a chance to liquidate a 
substantial new car inventory. 
Most recent computations put the 
dealer stocks at about 750,000 
units. 

But there have been reports of 
increased sales through August. | 
The reports indicated an improve- | 
ment in retail deliveries of Gen-| 
eral Motors cars and sustained | 
demand for Chrysler’s various 
makes. 

CHEVROLET UPSURGE 

Anticipating the model change- 
over GM’s big Chevrolet division 
has been maintaining high level 
output for several weeks, turning 
more than 31,000 cars for 
several weeks. This upsurge has 
closed much of the gap between 
Ford division and Chevrolet. 

A couple of months ago Ford 
had a lead cf around 28,000 cars 
over Chevrolet. That now has

Life on the old farm is not ever going to be easy for them. 
The well is going dry and the mother still has to haul water to keep 
her garden alive. They are going to be able now to get their car 


fixed—at least this time. 


But the strong, new wheel chair will make a difference in life 
for the young man. A visit from the Crippled Children Society's 
therapist will help him and so will the new friends he made at 
camp. And so will the realization that great numbers of people 
they will never know cared enough to help. °
